Fish 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 
An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


Once even a man lucky enough to 
catch fish in waters where fish are 
searce confessed to me that he, did 
not really know how to clean, prepare 
and cook the fish he was lucky enough 
to catch. 

If the fish Is to be broiled, it may be 
split. If it is a small fish, or fs to be 
baked, it may be cleaned without split- 
ting. Make a small incision with a 
sharp knife on the under-side betweén 
the gills, Put the finger in, loosen 
and remove the entrails. 

Wash the fish inside and out with a 
cloth wrung out of salt water. Soak- 
ing injures the flavor of fish and some 
of ths food value or nutriment is lost 
in the water in which the. fish soaks, 


it quickly under running water. 

Lacking in connective tissue, fish {s 
easily broken, - It must, thereforé, be 
handled much more carefully than 
meat, If the fish is to bt broiled over 
the coals, grease the wire broiler thor- 
oughly with a bit of salt pork. Broil 
cut side for a few minutes and then 
turn so as to broil the skin side. 

The fish should be rubbed with ofl-or 
melted butter and lightly salted before 
itis broiled. To broil by gas, put fish 
skin: side up, on a well-greased roasting 
pan. Broil ten or fifteen minutes, ac- 
cording to the thickness, without turn- 
ing. : 

Broiled fish’ should be served with 
melted butter and slices of lemon, It 
may be garnished with parsley or 
watercress. ¥ 

Panned fish is popular, especially 
among campers who must make the 
most of the frying pan or spider. 
Small fish, such as perch, are suitable 
for panning whole. Clean the fish as 
previously directed and rub a little 
salt over it. Then, pat into it as a 
much flour as it will take. | nt 

Set it aside for a few moments and 
then pat in some more flour. ‘Try 
out some salt pork, Remove bits 
and when the fat {s smoking hot, turn 
the fish into it. Turn it carefully with 
a@ pancake turner, 

Live crabs should be plunged ‘into 
Bevidg,, boiling salted water, _ They 
shoulf be boiled until a deep red. Be- 
fore serving, large claws should be- 
cratked to facilitate eating. The 
spongy undesirable portion. should be 
removed. : 

Soft shell crabs may either be broil- 
ed like fish, or, they may be rolled into 
flour, then into beaten egg to which a 
tablespoon of milk has been added, and 
lastly into fing, sifted bread crumbs. 
They should be carefully lowered into 
deep fat hot enough to brown a cube of 
bread in forty seconds,

For two hundred and twenty-two 
years, sailing ships bore cargoes to 
the Bay, but in 1892 the first steam- 
propelled vessel, took in the York

Speaking in the Empress theatre at 
Macleod to an audience which packed

. overflow meeting in the town hall, 
H. W. Wood, president of the U.U.A,, 
addressed more than a thousand per- | 
sons in Macleod at U.F.A, rallies, held 
on behalf of George Coote, President 

Wood was still speaking in the Em 

press theatre after midn'ght. He re- 

ceived ‘a great ovation from the audi- 
ence of farmers-and residents of Mac- 
leod, 

The candidate and a number of U. 
F.A. members of the legislature, of- 
ficers of the U.F\A., also. spoke dur- 
ing the evening to a sympathetic audi- 
ence, 

“I do not believe the ‘tariff is the 
primary issue, nsofar at least as Al- 
berta is concerned,” said Mr, Wood in 
referripg . to Premier Meighen's 
Speech. “The issue igs between: the 
political party system and the system 
we have built up. Some people say 
we must build a new political party 
on the old party system. We say we 
are going to substitute the organized 
citizenship. group for the party sys- 
tem and learn to cast our ballots in’ 
an intelligent way and develop a cap- 
acity for self-government that we can- 
not do under the party system. We 
have never yet had_ self-government: 
Wevhave been governed by our repre- 
sntatives autocratically. 

“Nobody is ever going to govern in 
the interest of the people but the 
people themselves, We are not’ fight- 
ing the Conservative or the Liberal! 
party, but the system itself, which has 
fialed. The development of great 
leaders will never save the people. 
The only thing-that can save the hu- 

~ man race is the development of man’s 
intelligence, Great leaders may suc- 
ceed for a time, but they dié and the 
group which has been inspired by. and 
which followed them has no cement 
with which it can be held together.

They 
showed great eagerness to barter 
home-made articles for anything 
made of iron. 

“The men are great 
wrestlers, Their throwing spears 
have points made of human leg and 
arm bones, and tipped with a bone 
splinter designed to break off in the 
wound,” says Dr. Deck, 

“They seemed to fecl keenly the 
monotony of their isolation and 
showed a settled melancholy, both in 
their faces and the cadence of their 
voices, Thcir-only sort of music, to 
which they dance, consists in the 
tuneless beating of a log.” 

The teeth of flying foxes, which 
swarm in the caves on the island, 
seem to be the only form of currency 
known there. - 


British Columbia 
Proteéts. Beavers 


Order-in-Council Makes Industry a 
Government Monopoly 

The discovery that a highly-organ- 
ized smuggling “ring” is in existence, 
dealing in beaver skins’ caught in 
British Columbia, has led to a drastic 
order-in-council at Victoria, whereby 
the beaver industry is practically 
made a Government monopoly, and 
any person found illegally in posses- 
sion of beaver skins will be liable to 
six months’ imprisonment without the 
option of a fine. Dr, D, R. Baker, 
head of the Game Conservation 
Board, declared at a meeting of that 
body that the board had conclusive 
proof of beaver “bootlegging,” it be- 
ing shown that no less than from 4,- 
000 to 6,000 beaver skins had uhlaw- 
fully left British Columbia for Al- 
berta, These beavers had been illeg- 
ally killed, illegally bought and. illeg- 
ally shipped out of British Columbia. 
It.is stated that the Government will 
purchased and market the 5,000 skins 
valued at $100,000, now held in various 
eaches by Indian trappers.

Radioscopic Examination of Mind As

describes a new French X-ray instru- 
ment to those who have a knowledge 
of the dedd languages, for the term is 
composed of two Greek words mean- 
ing a view or survey of the mind or 
diaphragm, and this is precisely the 
purpose of the instrument, says the 
August Popular Mechanics Magazine 
in an illustrated article. It makes 
possible a radioscopic view of any 
opaque object, and in the case of the 
human body, enables one to see dis- 
tinctly the diaphragm—the mem- 
brane that separates the chest from 
the abdomen, dividing thus the body 
into two compartments, This mem- 
brane, although very slender, is mus- 
cular, and it ‘vibrates constantly un- 
der the action of respiration. It is 
claimed that these movements of the 
diaphragm act in unison with the 
mind, or brain, and therefore a study 
of the diaphragm in this manner 
makes possible an analysis that is 
mental as well as physical. Indeed, 
the French originator of the instru- 
ment asserts that he can read the 
character of any human being, when 
placed behind the screen. of his in- 
strument so that the diaphragm. is 
fully exposed to view. That there is 
some basis for this assertion has been 
denitely proyed by a number of ac- 
tual tests that were very successful.
